Synoposis of Regulations tor Pysposal 
of Minerals on Dominion Lands in 
Manitoba, the Northwest Territories 
and the Yukon Territory 

Coal.—Coal lands may be gurchas- 
ed at $10 per acre for soft noal, 


and $20 for anthracite. Not more 
than 320 acres ain be acquired by 


royalty on the sales not exceeding 
five per cent. 

Placer Mining, Manitoba and the 
N. W, T.. excepting the Yukos 
Territory.—Placer mining claims are 
geuerally 190 feet square, entry fee 
$5.00, renewable yearly. On the 
North Saskutchewan river claims 
for either bar or bench, the former 
being 100 feet long, and extending 
between high and low. water mark, 
The latter includes bar diggings, 

| but extends back to the base of -he 
hili or bank, but not exceeding :,000 
feet, Where steam power is used, 
! claims 200 feet wide may be obiaio- 
t ed. 

Dredging in the rivers of Manitoba 
and the N. W, T., oxcepting the Yu- 
koa Territory.—A free miner may 
obtain only two leases of five mules 
each, for a term of twenty years, 
renewable im the discretion of the 
Minister*gf the Interior. 

The lessee’s right is confined to the 
submerged bed or bars of the river 
below low water mark, and subject 
to the rights oof all persons who 
have or who may receive entries for 
bar diggings en bench claims, except 
in the Saskatchewan river, where 
the lessee may dredge to high water 
mark on each alternate leasehold. 

The lessee shall have a dredge in 
operation within one season from the 
date of the lease for each five miles, 
but where a person or company has 
obtained more than one lease, one 
dredge for each fifteen miles or 
fraction, will be sufficient. Rental, 
$10 per annum for each mile of the 
river . Royalty at the rate 
of two and a half per cent, collec- 
ted on the output after it exceeds 
$10,000. 

Dredging in the Yukon Territo- 
ry.—Six leases of five miles each 
may be granted to a free miner 
for a term of twenty years. also re- 
newable. ; 

The lessee's right is confined to 
the submerged bed or bars in the 
river below low water, mark, that 
boundary to be fixed by its position 
on the first day of August im the 
year of the date of the lease. 

The lessee shall have one tredge 
in operation within two years from 
the date of the lease, and one dredge 
fcr each five miles within six years 
from such date. Rental, $100 cer 
mile for first year, and $10 per 
mile for each subsequent year, Ko- 
yaity same-as placer mining « 

Placer Mining in the Yukon Ter- 
ritery.—Creek, gulch, river, and hill 
claims shall not exceed 250 feet in 
length measured on the base line 
or general direction of the creek or 
gulch. the width beiag from 1,000 to 
2,000 feet. All other aqlacer claims 
shali be 200 feet square.  _ 

Claims are marked by two Jegal 
Gosts, one at each end, bearing poti- 
ees, Entry must be obtained with- 
tn ten days, If the claim is witnin 
ten miles of a mining recorder’s of- 
fice. One extra day allewed for 
oo additional ten miles or frac 
ion, 

The person or company staking a 
claim must hold a free miner’s cer- 
tificate. 

The discoverer of a new mine is 
entitled to a claim of 1,000 feet in 
length, and if the party consists of 
twec, 1,500 feet altogether, on the 
cutput of which no royalty shail be 
charged, the rest of the party or- 
dinary claims only. 

Entry fee, $10. Royalty at the 
rate of two and one-half per cent. 
on the value of the gold shipped 
from the Yukon Territory to be 
paid to the Comptroller. 

No free miner shall receive a grant 
cf more than one mining claim on 
each separate river, creek or guich, 
but the same miner may hold enay 
pumber of claims by purchase, aod 
free misers may work their claims 
in partnership by filing potice and 
paying fee of $2. A claim may 
abandoned, and another obtained on 
the same creek, guich or river py 
giving notice and paying a fee. 

Work must be done on a claim 


each year to tho value of at least 
$200, 
A certificate that work has been 


done must be obtained each year; 
if not, the claim shall be deemed 


one individual or company. Royalty / abandoned, and open to occupation 


at the rate of 10 cents per tem of |

A free miner, having .diseovered mi- 
nera! im ptace, may locate t claim 
t.50@ by 1,500 feet by marking out 
the same with two legal posts bear- 
ing location notices, ome at sach 
env of the lime of the lode or vein. 

The claim may be recorded within 
fifteen days if located within ten 
miles of a mining recorder’s office. 
one additional day allowed for every 
additional ten miles or fraction. The 
fee for reeording @ ‘claim is $5.00 

At least $100 must be expended of 
the claim each year or paid te tho 
mining wee@rder in rea thereof. 
When $500 has been expended or 
paid the lecator may, upon having 8 
survey .made, and upoo com plying 
with other requirements, qar- 
chase the land at $1.00 ger acre: 

Permission may be granted oy the 
Minister of the Interior to locate 
claims containing iron and mica, al- 
so copper, in the Yukon Territory.

The boundaries of a claim may be 
defined absolutely by having a sur- 
vey made, ané publishing notice in 
the Yukon Official Gazette.

the happiness wrenched from us 
ieaving us nothing but sorrow 
and humiliation. 

_‘*Wepray Your Majesty gra- 
ciously to receive our demands, 
which are inspired by a desire 
for Your Majesty’s and our wel- 
fare, and the consciousness of 
necessity of escape from an in- 
tolerable situation. Russia is 
too greatand her needs are too 
varied and numerous for officials 
onfy to rule. National represen- 
tation is indispensable, as onlv 
the people themselves know the 
country’s real needs.” 


A. Memorable Sabbath. 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 22.—The 
most harrowing scenes of the 
day occurred around the Palace 
Square. 

The square itself presented the 
appearance of a+: military en- 
campment. Several companies 
of the Havlousky and Preod- 
rajensky guards had piled their 
arms, while the men were sitting 
around camp fires or stamping 
on the snow to keep warm. 

The strikers manned and held 
a small edifice at the corner of 


| 
the gardens, and poured out 
constant objurgations and _ re- 
proaches at the troops. It was 
in vain that officers requested 
them to disperse 

The crowd broke out into a 
storm of hoots and hisses. Then 
a young workman jeered at a 
soldier who applied his rifle 
butt, and with the help of com- 
rades, dragged the. workman, 
despite his piteous pleadings, to 
the lock-up. Every time the 
troops moved the crowds hissed 
them. Strikers also gathered 
at the entrance of the Grand 
Morski and Osbe Avenue, ‘lead- 
ing to the Moika canal. 

The crowd atthe latter place 
swelled to huge proportions, 
blocking the bridge across the 
canal. The order came at I.30 
p.m. to clear them off. 

The colone! commanding the 
horse guards uttered a_ short, 
sharp command, the troopers 
drew their swords and advanced 
ata quick trot, and then broke 
into a gallop, riding, straight for 
the Morka, where they were lost 
in a cloud of snow. 

Shrieks from wounded ensued. 
Then came a deadly silence, 
broken only by the ~ galloping 
of ambulance horses. — The next 
twenty minutes passed without 
incident. The crowd persisted 
in refusing tp move on for the 
Emperor, and continually hurling 
abuse at the troops, but attempted 
no violence. Two companies of 
che Proebrajensky guards, of | 
which Emperor Nicholas himself 
was formerly colonel, which had 
been in front of the Palace, 
formed up and marched double 
guick towards the fatal corner. 

With awful swiftness the com- 
manding officer shouted ** Dis- 
perse! disperse! disperse!” 
Many in the crowd turned to 
flee, but it was too late. A bugle 
sounded and the men in 


front ranks sank to knees and 
the companies fired three volleys, 
the first two with blank eart- 
ridges and the third with shot. 

A hundred corpses strewed 
the sidewalks. Many women 
were pierced with bullets througo 
the back as they were trying &€ 
escape. The police recruited a 
large number of sleighs to carry 
off the dead. Heart-rending 
scenes were witnessed, as wives 
and husbands and mothers ‘came | 
up to claim their dear ones, and 
were carried off with them in the 
sleighs. 

It. was now the turn for the 
crowd stationed at the Morskat 
entrance to the square, where the 
Horse Guards repeated the ex-
